against the German war ma- 
chine. A great many mis- 
conceptions with regard to 
the fighting ability of the 
Russian armies and the effi- 
ciency of their mechanised 
units and air force have now 
been completely dispelled. It 
is admitted on every hand, 
even in German circles, that 
no country perhaps, with the 
exception of Britain. has 
learned better the lessons of 
modern warfare and benefit- 
ted from its own experience 
in the campaign against Fin- 
land than the Soviet Union. 
Much of this misconception 
arose as a result of the 
meagre information that was 
obtainable from Russian 
sources of the strength of 
their fighting fofces and the 
tendency naturally was to un- 
derestimate any possible pro- 
gress which the Russians 
might have made not only in 
military power, but in indus- 
trialisation. : 

THE VALUE of this strict 
secrecy which the Russians 
maintained: is: now ‘beginning 
to be justified and if the out- 
side worJd “has beer, surprised 
at the; resistance which the 


‘Soviet fighting ‘forces have 


put up, the shock to Germany 
must have been immeasur- 
ably greater. Watchful wait- 
ing and quiet preparation 
has brought its reward and 
today, after six weeks of.the 
bloodiest fighting, the Rus- 
sian line of resistance stands 
practically " unbroken and 
nothing ‘byt .admiration. is 
being expressed for the. skil- 
ful strategy of its leaders.

“Here we have an example ol 
the value of secrecy in war-time . 
Most people criticise secrecy and 
say it is not necessary and that 
we should give out more informa- 
tion.

“The German themselves did not 
know that the Russian alr force 
was s0 large and so efficient as tt 
43, That is shown not only by 
the Russian reports but by the 
German reports.

The Royal Indian Navy of today has a very long. and disting- 


uished record of service behiy { it. 
form or another, it has existed as 


For over three centuries, in une 
one of the fighting services of 


Great Britain but long before theEnglish wernt as traders to India 
in the end of the XVIth century Indian seamen had guarded Indian 


interests at sea. 


Where trade moves at sea it needs protection ia war against 
the country’s enemies, in peace agains: pirates; and piracy has been 


one of the scourges of the Eastern 


Seas until it was finally superes- 


sed by the navy well into the XIXth century, 


When in thelr turn the English 
arrived, they had to fight their 
way into the coveted trade against 
the Portuguese who, noi unnatur- 
aby, wished to retain their mono- 
poly, So one of the first acts of 
the East India Company was to 
equip a squadron of fighting ships, 
which, under the command of 
Captain Thomas Best, fought a 


} victorious three days' battle with 


the Fortuguese off Surat in Octeher 
1612; a battle to be followed three 
years later by another, fought by 
Captain N'cho‘as Downton and re- 
sulting in an even greater victory. 


BOMBAY MARINE 


That squadron was the parent of 
the Royal Indian Navy of today. 
Its -headquarters were at Bombay, 
where a dockyard was bullt which 
still serves the needs of the Navy. 

In 1686 this sea force was named 
‘he Bombay Marine. and for about 
sixty years after that date, unaid- 
ed by any ships of the Royal Navy, 
Jt Was the protector of the trade 
of jthe Company in the Indian 
seas, It fought in the Persian Gulf, 
on the coasts of India in suppres 
sing piratical strongholds, in the 
Gulf of Aden and as far away ar 
the China sea,

FIREWOOD CRITICISM 
_ INVESTIGATED 


Rock-bottom Prices Wanted 
By Public Impossible Owing 


To Middleman’s Commission 


BY OUR STAFF REPORTER 


A correspondent, signing himself “For Better Report,” 
strongly criticised the article, entitled “Government Ap- 
pointment of Middleman Deplored by Firewood Dealers,” 
which appeared in the Hongkong Daily Press of July 31. 


In his letter, the correspondent implied that the arti- 
ele was in support of a greater margin of profits for the 
retailers. 


“What has the difficulty in selling to do with the ap- 
pointment of a certain firm as Chief Agents as long as 
retailers can obtain their quota of ffrewood from the said 
agent at the Government fixed wholesale price?” asked 
the correspondent, who also inquired whether “if retailers 
obtain Government firewood at a fixed wholesale price 
from the Government appointed agent, does the Govern- 
ment not sell direct to retailers?” 


The correspondent further 
inquired whether the report 
of the appointment of the 
Chief Agents was not some- 
what out-of-date, forgetting 
that it has been the policy of 
the Hongkong Daily Press 
never to publish any “red-hot 
news” without first being in 
possession of all the facts. 


Reference to previous statements 
ky the Stores Controller show the 
amount of firewood Imported by 
Government monthly reveals the 
cost of the Chief Agents to Hong- 
kong. even if the commission is 
caly two cents per picull! The last 
obtainable figures were over 10,000 
tons, carried In three ships, In the 
early part of May. (One ton is 
equivalent to 16.8 piculs.) 


Being one of the chief advocates 
POINTS INVESTIGATED of Government control of fire- 
“For Bet- wood, the Hongkong Daily Press 
in- 1 Was informed of Government's in- 
tention to introduce such contro} 
at least one month before the 
price of 40 cattles to a dollar was 
gazetted on Feb. 25. This price 
was, cn April 5, improved to 45 
catties. 


PUBLIC’S CONCERN 


The points raised in 
ter Report's” letter have been 
vestigaled by our reporter who 
found as follows: 

The difficulties of the retallers 
and dealers in selling Government 
firewood have, in the past, been 
negligible. These difficulties have, 
according to the retailers, great- 
ly !ncreased since the appoint- 
ment of the Chief Agents as, es- 
pecially in the case of the : tall 
dealers, applications for stocks 
were not always dealt with in 
rotation Another difficulty has 
been the gradually increasing cost 
of transportation. 

After Checking over the books 
of a few retailers and comparing 
their previous cost prices with 
recent ones, there was no indica- 
tion that thelr “difficulty js in 
making a larger margin of profit” 
or, for that matter of fact, in| 
making any profits at all. 

It does -not necessarily follow 
that because retailers are obtaln- 
ing Government firewood at Gov- 
ernment prices, through the Chief 
Agents, that the Government is 
selling direct to the retailers. Tu 
follow the correspondent’s argu- 
ment to its logical conclusion, it 
could be stated that the public is 
buying direct from Government 
because it is buying Government 
firewood at Government prices 
through retailers supped by 


The public ts not, and never will 
nor can. be interested in what 
the retailers make or do not make. 
Its one and only interest Is to get 
the two essentlals—rice and fire- 
wood—at rock-bottom prices, which 
is impossible so long as. Govern- 
ment has to pay any commission 
to any middleman, whether known 
as “General,” “Chief” or “Sub” 
agents.

The conditions ruling in the toca) 
firewood market during the past 
few days were reminiscent to pre- 
contro] days, with retailers either 
refusing to sel) or selling at prices 
considerably higher than that 
fixed by Government. : 

It was claimed by many of the 
dealers that they were out of stock 
and that the quantities exposed for 
sale In their shops—ranging from 
one to three, or four, piculs—were 
ali that they had. 

Those that had more stock were 
selling them at 31 catties to a 
dollar on Sunday, 26 cattles on 
Monday, and 22 catties yesterday. 
These retailers stateq that, al 
though they were supposed to get 
between 10 and 15 cattles profit 
on a dollar, they were actually 
being asked by Government to Sell 
at below cost price after deduct 


transportation charges and .other 
incidental expenses.
